The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing of the prior art references the Examiner found that Applicants argument in 
Remarks pages 6-1 1 are persuasive for placing the claims 1-6, 8-10, 13-18 and 20-26 
in a condition for allowance. Particularly, no prior art has been found that meets the 
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limitations "455khz carrier signal and a tone packet", as further claimed for toner/probe 
system and a method of locating a cable.
